In his speech in this city on Saturday evening, Captain 
John D, Fredericks denied the statement in the Progres­ 
sive Hand-book that Governor Johnson had supported 
woman suffrage. 
“He never favored it,” said the captain. 
Yet recently the Bee published the declaration made 
publicly at Los Angeles by Mrs. Eliza Tupper Wilkes, 
well-known suffragist, that twenty years ago Hiram W. 
Johnson, then a young attorney in Sacramento, assured 
her of his support for woman suffrage and helped her in 
her campaign before the legislature. 
And last week the Bee repttl&^lshed the following dec­ 
laration by Chester Rowell, editor of the Fresno Republi­ 
can, relative to a statement blade fey George Creel in Ev­ 
erybody’s Magazine, that Governor Johnson was opposed 
to woman suffrage and spoke no word for it to the legisla­ 
ture: 
“The writer was present when Governor Johnson 
spoke the decisive ‘word’ which secured for the woman sto­ 
rage amendment the necessary two-thirds-majority iii the 
legislature, which it would not otherwise have received.” 
Chester Rowell’s personal testimony nesds no corrob­ 
oration. 
But it may be added that the fact he states thus posi­ 
tively is well known to many members of the legislature of 
1911, and also to reporters and correspondents familiar 
with its proceedings. 
The women who go to the polls next month may rest 
assured that, but for the aid given woman suffrage by Gov­ 
ernor Johnson, they would not have obtained the ballot.
